ATLEAST 10 DEAD INSHOOTING 


GUNMAN OPENED 
FIRE AT OREGON 
COMMUNITY COLLEGE

A gunman opened fire at an Oregon com- 
munity college Thursday, killing at least 10 
people before dying in a shootout with po- 
lice, authorities said. 

The killer, identified only as a 20-year-old 
man, invaded a classroom and demanded 
that people stand up and state their religion 
before spraying more bullets, one student 
reported. 

Authorities shed no light on the gunman’s 
motive and said they were investigating. 

As of Thursday evening, outlets including 
the New York Times and the Washington 
Post were reporting that 10 people had been 
killed and at least seven had been injured, 
citing local authorities. Earlier reports had 
at least 13 killed and 20 injured. The investi- 
gation was ongoing. 

Kortney Moore told the Roseburg News- 
Review newspaper that she was in a writing 
class when a shot came through a window. 
The gunman entered her classroom and told 
people to get on the ground. The man then 
started asking people to stand up and state 
their religion and opened fire. 

Lorie Andrews, who lives across the street 
from the campus, said she heard what sound- 
ed like fireworks followed by sirens. She 
walked up the road and spoke to students 
who had streamed out. 

“One girl came out wrapped in a blanket 
with blood on her,” Andrews said. 

Hours after the attack, a visibly angry 
President Obama spoke to reporters, saying 
the US. is becoming numb to mass shootings 
and that the shooters have “sickness” in their 
minds. 

Repeating his support for tighter gun-con- 
trol measures, he said thoughts and prayers are 
no longer enough in such situations because

they do nothing to stop similar attacks from 
happening a few weeks or months later. 

Douglas County Sheriff John Hanlin said 
the gunman was killed during an exchange of 
gunfire with officers. The sheriff did not say 
whether the shooter was killed by officers or 
took his own life. 

The school has about 3,000 students. Its 
website was down Thursday, and a phone 
message left at the college was not immedi- 
ately returned. 

Neither state police nor the sheriff’s of- 
fice returned calls from The Associated Press 


seeking details. 

The sheriff’s office reported on Twitter 
that it received a call about the shooting at 
10:38 a.m. 

The local fire district advised people via 
Twitter to stay away from the school. 

Later in the day, students and faculty 
members were being bused to the county 
fairgrounds, the sheriff’s office said. 

Former UCC President Joe Olson, who re- 
tired in June after four years, said the school 
had no formal security staff, just one officer 
ona shift. 


One of the biggest debates on campus last 
year was whether to post armed security of- 
ficers on campus to respond to a shooting. 

“T suspect this is going to start a discussion 
across the country about how community 
colleges prepare themselves for events like 
this,” he said. 

The rural town lies west of the Cascade 
Mountains in an area where the timber in- 
dustry has struggled. 

In recent years, officials have tried to pro- 
mote the region as a tourist destination for 
vineyards and outdoor activities.

Fearing the wrath of his nerdy online follow- 
ers, software engineer and amateur author 
Andy Weir spent countless hours digging 
through Google to perfect technical details in 
what became a popular 2012 e-book about an 
astronaut stranded on Mars. 

As director Ridley Scott turned Weir’s best- 
seller into a movie, he had NASA guide him 
through making Mars and space exploration 
technically and visually accurate. 

The pair’s adherence to science ended up 
producing a movie that has spawned excite- 
ment across NASA and the wider scientific 
community. 

“The Martian,” starring Matt Damon and 
set to hit theaters Friday, contains plenty of 
Hollywood drama and humor. But, NASA di- 
rector of planetary science Jim Green said, it’s 
also true to the science, technology and human 


= = 


cooperation necessary “to overcome major 
challenges” in space. 

NASA plans to land people on Mars in 
the 2030s. Entrepreneurs like Elon Musk of 
SpaceX (and Tesla) think their companies 
can do it in the 2020s. Whenever it happens, 
Green wants the world to know that “Mars re- 
ally is a destination for the human race.” 

Green, Scott, Damon and others recently 
spoke at NASA’s Jet Propulsion Laboratory’s 
Pasadena, Calif., campus. 

The movie comes at a time when, amid 
budget concerns, public enthusiasm for hu- 
man exploration in outer space has waned. 
Even many scientists believe more knowledge 
about space can be obtained more efficiently 
with unmanned spacecraft. 

But “Martian,” Green said, could be a 
launchpad for a generation that develops and 
benefits from technologies tied to reaching 


i 


Mars. In other words, it could be great pub- 
licity for hoped-for manned missions to Mars. 

The tale follows Mark Watney, whose col- 
leagues abandoned him on Mars, thinking 
him dead in a storm. Watney, the self-pro- 
claimed best botanist on Mars, must stretch 
two months’ worth of supplies into enough for 
four years, when a new crew is due to arrive. 

Damon said his character grips people be- 
cause we “mere mortals” are amazed by those 
who maintain “preternatural calm in high- 
stress situations ... keep their sense of humor 
and think logically through one step at a time.” 

The movie is grounded in reality (and liter- 
ally takes place mostly on ground), making it 
easier to grasp than recent space flicks “Grav- 
ity” and “Interstellar,” said Ed Finn, director 
of the Center for Science and the Imagination 
at Arizona State University. There also are no 
laser battles, aliens or epic collisions.

“What this story does really well is imagine 
anear-future scenario that doesn’t push too far 
of where we are today technically,” Finn said. 

“The Martian” doesn’t take liberties with is- 
sues like gravity that other movies might have. 
Scott also followed details Weir had worked 
out, like the power-efficiency of space vehi- 
cles and how far Watney could travel in them 
without being fried or frozen. The geography 
of Mars also lines up as it should. 

Scott had his people cold call NASA’s 
Green last year. Scott raised more questions 
than Green could answer, leading to addition- 
al calls and tours of NASA facilities. NASA 
experts have consulted on other movies, but 
Green saw this go-about as beyond anything 
he’d seen in three decades on the job. 

“Ridley and I were around when we landed 
on the moon ... the lunar generation,” Green 
said. Two years ago, landing the Curiosity rov- 


er on Mars spawned the Mars generation. 

“That’s the inspiration that will propel our 
economy forward by bringing in the scien- 
tists and engineers,” Green said. “The movie 
and the book is a fabulous opportunity to cel- 
ebrate that.” 

Watching over JPI’s faux-Mars site, project 
manager Jim Erickson said that viewing an ear- 
ly cut of “The Martian” left him elated because 
everything about it felt right. He expects mov- 
iegoers to leave with an understanding of the 
risks and rewards of Mars exploration. 

“Tt’s saying getting someone on Mars is not 
science fiction,” Erickson said. “It’s there. We 
just have to do it.” 

Six years after Weir started his book, one 
possible inaccuracy shines through it and the 
movie: Data from Curiosity have suggested 
that producing water on Mars might not be as 
arduous as it is for Watney. 

“Now, we can tell astronauts ‘Just bring 
your straw, ” Green said.

Maybe you think you’re a good 
candidate to travel to Mars. Let 
Suzanne Bell be the judge of that. 
The associate professor of in- 
dustrial and organizational psy- 
chology at DePaul University 
works on NASA-funded research 
looking at how to compose teams 
that will someday go to Mars.

“Having knowledge and skills is 
a great thing, but if you don’t feel 
confident to use them, especially 
in the face of adversity, that’s 
probably going to be a time 
when you might give up,” Bell 
said. 


» Cultural sensitivity. A Mars 
mission likely will have a diverse 
crew because of international 
collaboration, Bell said. Someone 
who has international travel 
experience or has lived abroad 
for a while, who understands 
that other people might have 
Clicseciimeltitcoye Cmnlcelis 
be invaluable in preventing 
misunderstandings, Bell said. 


» The ability to enjoy themselves 
in a quieter environment 
without much sensory or social 
stimulation—if you’re going to 
Mars, you’re looking at more 
than two years in an isolated, 
confined environment.

There are bound to be changes when you turn a 370-page book into a 140-minute 


movie, but overall the film of “The Martian’ 


” stays true to the heart and tone of 


Andy Weir’s novel. What’s similar and different between the two? 


Differences 

Bye, Cubs. In the movie, Mark Watney (Matt 
Damon) makes just one reference to being a 
Chicagoan, naming the University of Chicago 
as his alma mater. But book Watney brings it up 
a lot, most memorably when he says, “I wonder 
how the Cubs are doing.” Later, it’s one of the 
first questions he asks NASA. Spoiler alert: The 
book has them finishing the season at the bot- 
tom of the NL Central. 


More power to the ladies. The book already 
had a fairly solid balance of power 
between men and women. The 
movie makes it even better, making a 
high-level Chinese space program ex- 
ecutive a woman and giving Jessica 
Chastain’s character more glory. 


A bit of culture-bending. It must 
be noted that the Mars program 
director’s name was changed from 
Venkat Kapoor (book) to Vincent 
Kapoor (movie, where he’s played 
by Chiwetel Ejiofor). 


Similarities 

Seriously, the worst luck. You might think 
things are going absurdly terribly for Watney, 
but other than a little extra trouble in the 
movie's big climax, no disasters were added 
for dramatic effect. In fact, many, many more 
things went wrong in the book: a sand storm, 
communications failures, tipped equipment. It 
could have been called “A Series of Unfortunate 
Events in Space.” 


Snarky Martian. They didn’t add Watney’s 
[bleep]-yous to NASA to make him more inter- 
esting in the movie; he’s plenty sassy right out 
of the gate in the book, which literally opens 


- 


with him saying, “I’m pretty much [bleepled.” 
They cleaned him up a lot to get their PG-13 
rating. 


Too much disco. In the book and the movie, 
Watney doesn’t complain about much, but he 
never misses an opportunity to complain about 
the fact that his commander left only disco mu- 
sic behind. So you hear a lot of it in the movie. 


Nerds get to shine. Sure, Matt Damon’s a 

cool guy, but his Watney is also undeniably a 
nerd, just like the character in the 
book. He gets animated when he’s 
laying out his plan to grow pota- 
toes and throws out his arms and 
whoops after he successfully cre- 
ates water. He talks about being a 
space pirate and advocates for a 
risky plan that would let him “fly 
around like lron Man.” In the book 
and the movie, you get a sense that 


despite the constant danger, he’s 
thrilled by the complex challenges 
that Mars presents and the oppor- 


tunity he has to solve them. He’s not 
the only one who gets to be a nerd, either: The 
movie includes a from-the-book scene in which 
a secret NASA meeting is named after the 
Council of Elrond from “The Lord of the Rings.” 


... but not always. The portrayal of Rich 
Purnell (played by “Community” actor Donald 
Glover, aka Childish Gambino), a NASA guy who 
comes up with a very important plan, is a bit 
disappointing. He’s made goofier and played for 
laughs; he’s treated as a joke when he uses a sta- 
pler and some sound effects to explain his plan, 
which is unfair given that, yeah, it’s weird, but he 
explained something based on astrodynamics 
ina way that you understood, didn’t he?

‘The Martian’ leaves 
space for laughter 


Since few people 
likely would stay 
interested in the 
survival efforts of 
a botanist with the 
personality of what- 
ever a stereotypical 
botanist personality 
Matt is, it’s convenient that 
Pais Mark Watney (Matt 
» iipalseredeye Damon) comes with 
chicago.com the biting wit and 
pie@mattpals effortless charm of, 
well, Matt Damon. 
“So, yeah; I blew myself up” Watney dead- 
pans in his video journal after an attempt to 
generate more water sparks an explosion. 
In response to the disco music his colleague 
(Jessica Chastain) left behind, he insists, “I’m 
not going to turn the beat around, I refuse 
to.” 

This lightness persists throughout “The 
Martian,” adapted by space-veteran director 
Ridley Scott (Alien,” “Prometheus”) and 
writer Drew Goddard (“The Cabin in the 
Woods”) from Andy Weir’s hit novel. After 
Watney goes tumbling during a major storm 
on Mars, the rest of his crew presumes him 
dead and takes off, resulting in what could be 
oversimplified as a synthesis of “Apollo 13,” 
“Wall-E” and “Home Alone.” Watney at- 
tempts to grow food in a place where nothing 
can grow and eventually communicate with 


NASA directors (Jeff Daniels, Chiwetel Ejio- 
for, Kristen Wiig), who say things like “Bring 
our astronauts home” and prove you can have 
a PR crisis on your hands 50 million miles 
away from where an event is happening. 

The comedy gives “The Martian” per- 
sonality that fades among constant shots of 
NASA people applauding and, later, crowds 
of faceless onlookers everywhere follow- 
ing the rescue mission on TV. Scott can’t 
guide the tone toward something powerful, 
partially because of all the mild laughs and 
partially because Mark’s state of mind rarely 
varies, minimizing the suspense and the 
sense that months and months are passing 
until suddenly he’s lost a ton of weight. It’s 
odd to complain that a film that should feel 
like a lot of time goes but takes too long, but 
the looseness in the pacing isn’t an asset to 
something that unexpectedly favors humor 
over intense drama. 

But Damon and Chastain were wise to 
return to space after the disappointing “In- 
terstellar,” both given stronger parts this time 
ina film that’s a better balance of visuals and 
story than “Gravity” and sometimes makes 
science fun (hexadecimals!). Somewhat like 
the solid, brainy-ish entertainment of “Con- 
tagion,” “The Martian” goes down a little 
too smoothly, though there may be no more 
proactive time than when life is at stake—so 
the constant focus on problem-solving makes 
sense, even if heart winds up a casualty.

You've seen plenty of movies about gam- 
bling. But “Mississippi Grind,” opening 
Friday, is a truly fantastic one, featuring 
incredible performances by Ryan Reyn- 
olds and Ben Mendelsohn as gamblers 
who team up and drive to a high-stakes 
game in New Orleans. I talked to some 
of the stars, as well as the filmmakers, on 
the red carpet before the film’s Sundance 


premiere in January. 


The worst poker tell from Ryan Reynolds/ 
Ben Mendelsohn: 

BM: That’s sort of like [grimaces]. 

RR: Or when you're looking at your cards and 
you're like, ‘[Bleep!? That’s a tell. 


Reynolds during the post-movie Q&A: 
“I always think chemistry is sort of like a 
double rainbow, just something that kinda 
happens. You can’t really make it happen. 
Except with chemistry you're usually a little 
less stoned.” 

“I’ve been on sets where you don’t have 
that, and it’s [bleepin’}] bad. But thankfully we 
had it from the second we met.” 


Analeigh Tipton, who plays a prostitute in 
the film, on lucky charms: 

“TL used to believe in lucky charms more 
until I kept forgetting them at home and 
realized that it was terrible to put luck into 
any object. I was a figure skater; I had skate 
guards, and so I would have lucky guards. It 
was really ridiculous.” 


Writers/directors Ryan Fleck and Anna 
Boden (“Half Nelson”): 
Looking at a theme in some of your films, 


what do you like about someone being 
taken under someone’s wing, who’s passing 
on their knowledge? 

AB: It’s an interesting way to put it. I think 
that we think about it as friendship. And in 
some ways both of our characters are taking 
each other under their wings. I don’t know 
what draws us to stories about friendship so 
much, but it seems like for us particularly 
with this movie, watching two strangers 
develop a bond and develop a friendship 
amidst the tensions of the highs and the lows 
of gambling was really interesting to us. 


Who’s the more intense poker player 
between the two of you? 

RF: I think it started with Anna, and the 
more we did it, it was me. Anna has no poker 
face. Look at this. 

AB: No poker face. 


What does that look like? 


AB: B. [Laughs] 
RF: That’s it:“Oh my God, look at this hand!” 


So you passed it to him, the poker fixation? 
AB: He just needed to figure out numbers, 
additions. 

RF: Math, basic math. I was learning math on 
this movie as well. 


Is that why “Half Nelson” felt like an impor- 
tant project to go back to school? 
RF: Yeah. And an excuse to smoke crack. 


Co-star Robin Weigert (“Chicago Fire,” “Chi- 
cago P.D.”): Do you believe in lucky charms? 
“No, but I do believe a little bit in mental te- 
lepathy. I think when you're at a card table you 
sometimes are blessed with the ability to actu- 
ally mind-read. You have to really be riding a 
great wave. But I sometimes feel like it’s not 
just playing the cards, it’s not just playing the 
odds and it’s not just reading tells. You actually 


feel the cards the other person’s holding.” 


Do you have to be born with that or can you 
learn how? 

“I play enough cards to know that it’s hap- 
pened to me a time or two. I’m not saying it 
has happened every time. There was a time 
when I was playing with my brother and fam- 
ily; of course I know those guys really well, but 
I had them put their cards down at the end 

of the hand and I named everybody’s hand. I 
said you've got queen-ace off-suit, and so on. 

I went on; we were playing no-limit hold’em. 
It doesn’t always work like that, but you can 
sometimes absolutely feel what people are 
carrying. So there’s something magical about 
it, and I think that’s part of what keeps people 
coming back for more. There’s this X factor, 
and poker pros will tell you this too where 
something’s going on that nobody at the table 
understands but that person or that person or 
that person has just got it.”

finally given a role in an American movie that 
doesn’t just ask him to be a tough guy, is Gerry, 
who’s up to his ears in debt and still looking 
to crawl his way out at the poker table or 
track. He meets Curtis (Ryan Reynolds), and 
an instant, unspoken bond emerges. Though 
writers/directors Ryan Fleck and Anna Boden 
(“Half Nelson”) effectively generate curios- 
ity from uncertainties about these guys, they 
never settle for the manipulative or the obvi- 
ous. This is simply a great onscreen pair, made 
even better by the spectacular work from 
Mendelsohn and a career-best Reynolds, who 
prevents his mysterious character from seem- 
ing like a construct. Fleck and Boden trust 
viewers to think about what’s not explained. 
When Gerry and Curtis hit the road 
toward a high-stakes game in New Orleans, 
“Mississippi Grind” becomes a road movie 
on top of its ’70s-inspired gambling buddy 
drama. Just when you think it will embrace 
clichés, it puts them to work until they’re not 


clichés anymore. Sienna Miller and Analeigh 
Tipton play beautiful prostitutes, but make 
them neither idealized saints nor cartoonish 
villains. They’re real people, trying to get by. 
And “Mississippi Grind” is a study in creating 
themes without underlining them, causing 
you to start seeing all talent as a kind of magic 
trick and life as a series of acquisitions you, if 
you value them, work not to lose. 

As much as I liked “The Gambler,” and I 
liked it a lot, that underrated drama made 
gambling a little juicy. “Mississippi Grind” 
lives on a raw, ground level in its study of 
addiction. It’s complicated and quietly bold, 
sometimes exciting but also full of exhausted 
desperation. I cared a lot about these char- 
acters, flaws and all, evidence of life’s ability 
to deliver an unexpected punch in the face, 
usually figuratively. 

“When you come to a fork in the road, you 
take it,” Curtis tells Gerry. What a line (which 
my dad informs me was attributed to the late 
Yogi Berra), perfect for the character. ’m 
never one to call something “a great American 
movie,” but “Mississippi Grind” really is, alive 
with a deep sense of place and music and the 
question of what people will do with the oppor- 
tunities presented to them. And the truth that 
when you're always chasing, you never arrive.
